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THE NATIONAL BILL. 

In a very short time we shall know precisely how 
England stands with respect to her income and ex- 
penditure. The very first item with which we began 
our work on Monday morning, the “topic of the 
week” that came first to hand, was the Census paper. 
Great has been the discussion in many 8 household 
as to how it ought to be filled up; loud has been the 
laughter over official notions of “ses,” and the calm 
absurdity of asking for precise information as to 
“age.” Now the discussion will be turned into 
another channel, and we shall “laugh on the other sido 
of our mouths," The cost of the Census will appear iu 
the Estimates as nearly £100,000, and though it may 
be well worth that expenditure, it is an item on tho 
wrong side of an account that shows а great increase 
in several other particulars. This inérensó, however, 
is rather apparent than real; since seyeral sums are 
now included in the whole account which were for- 
merly charged under departments. In round num- 
bers this is how the National Civil Balance sheet 
will stand. For the Administration of Law and 
Justice, £4,000,000; Education, Science, and Art, 
£2,260,000; Salaries and Expenses of Public De- 
partments, £1,800,000 (including the £100,000 for 
the Census); Public Works and Buildings, 
£1,460,000; Miscellaneous Items, £70,000. Add 
to this another million for sundry unsettled 
and varying expenses, and we shall have a feir esti- 
mate of the civil expenditure for next year, which is 
less in several respects than that of the year just 
passed. Unfortunately, the reorganisation of the 
Army will more than absorb the £3,000,000 of in- 
creased revenue which we have also to record; but 
then we shall gain in efficiencr, as we have also a 
prospect of gaining by the increased expenditure of 
some items for the coming year which absorbs the 
savings on others. The new education scheme 
will, it is computed, add half a million to the cost 
of education for the previous year. About £100,000 
will be saved in publie works—which includes parks, 
palaces, public buildings, and pleasure grounds; and, 
by a similar sum, the miscellaneous charges will be re- 
duced, £52,000 being represented last year by the relief 
of the suffering people in Paris, Thus we may ac- 
count for about ten millions and a half, which, with 
the six millions and a half formerly paid under other 
departments (of which the revenue department and 
packet and telegraph service represents above a 
third), raises the Civil Estimates to above £17,000,000. 
The entire increase on the national account of the 
Supply service, warlike and civil together, will be 
about £3,500,000. 


THE BATTLE BEFORE PARIS 


was the great topic of interest with which the week 
opened. An outline of the engagement is given on 
another page ; but, as the subject is of such high im- 
portance, we may here add a more detailed account, 
in place of our usual comments on the news of the 
day:

two miles, was speedily deserted, being swept 
by the guns posted at Courbevoie, Even after the 
disappearance of every human being, the battery in 
question kept up an intermittent fire. А dozen shells 
burst at a few yards from the Porte Maillot, and one, 
passing over that gate, entered Paris and struck 
Ко. 79 in the Avenue de la Grande Armée. The 
projectile fortunately did not pierce the wall, but 
fell back into а courtyard and killed no опе. For 
some time а fire of musketry was kept up as the 
gendames were driving in the stragglers. I believe 
that the troops at first attacked consisted of two 
battalions of National Guards, who were reinforced 
by a third battalion without ammunition. Shortly 
after ten o'clock the survivors of this force, minus a 
few wounded and prisoners, were well under shelter, 
explaining their retreat and denouncing the conduct 
of the enemy for having shelled them, and the Govern- 
ment for not having supplied them with cartridges. 
These battalions were completely disorganised, and 
had gone to pieces like an old wreck, It was thought 
curious that the military triumvirate at the Hôtel de 
Ville sent no reinforcements, but at half-past twelve а 
couple of field-pieces were brought down the Avenue de 
la Grande Armée at full gallop, preceded by officers 
waving their drawn swords and vociferating, ‘ Vive 
la République!’ What with the shouting and the

CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 

THE APRIL Session or THE CENTRAL CRIMINAL 
Court commenced, on Monday, at the Old Bailey. 
The Recorder, in charging the grand jury, said that 
there were more than the ordinary number of pri- 
soners for trial, and some cases of a very serious de- 
seription would call for their attention. The first 
case was 2 charge of wilful murder against two per- 
sons named Galbraith and Campbell. On the night 
of Feb. 9 three persons, acting in concert, we 
seén engaged in breaking into the house of Samu 
Galloway.

A SHARP ENGAGEMENT 

occurred this morning near Courbevoie, between the 
troops of Versailles and of the Commune. Accounts 
differ as to how it commenced, but there is no donbt 
the Communists were repulsed and got much the 
worst of it. From а comparison of various accounts, 
corrected by what I saw shortly after the fight, 1 
believe the following to be correct;—About 10,000 
troops from Versailles came, half of them Әу Rueil, 
half by St. Cloud, and converged on Courbevoie. 
Large es of the Paris National Guards have been 
for the last day or two collecting in that neighbour-

A shot fired 
on either side would be the signal for the commence- 
ment of a general conflict. The Communist account 
is that the Versailles troops fired first, and killed an 
officer ; but I heard on the spot, from ап eye-witness, 
that the first man killed was a Versailles parlemen- 
taire, a doctor, shot by a National Guard, who wished 
to take him prisoner asa spy, and thought thathe was 
going to drawarevolver.

Valérien, They had no artillery. They fell back 

on the Pont Neuilly, and there long kept up a very 
hot fusillade, but they were again forced to retire; 

they withdrew into Paris and shut the guten. followed 
in their retreat by shells. Their loss is estimated at 
200 killed und wounded, but I believe this to be an ex- 
aggeration. I only saw nine corpses, and five of these 
been shot by the Versailles army as rebels after 
they had surrendered. І was told many more had 
so shot. The popular excitement and indigna- 
tion against the Versailles party were terrific. Тһе 
number of the National Guards is variously estimated 
at from 2000 to 8000; probably not more than 2000 
took in the engagement, and about a third of 
the Versailles troops. Тһе latter had mitrailleuses, 
Many of the houses at Courbevoie and Neuilly suffered 
from shells, and some shells fell far beyond the gates 
in the Avenue Neuilly and Grande Armée towards 
the Arc de Triomphe. The excitement in Paris is 
intense, especially as an offensive movement is talked 
of оп the part of the Communist Generals for to- 
night or to-morrow, and large bodies of National 
Guards, with artillery, are marching towards the 
points bearing on Versailles.
